MAY INHERIT VAST ESTATE.

One Of Astoria's Businessmen Is Heir To

Part Of Trinity Church Property.

If the eourts In New York are gener-
ous W, I Vieeent the window dresser
in Mayor Wise's store, will be the weal-
thiest man in Asloria,  Should he come
o his own ax one of the direct heirs of
Aneka Dognrdus iv is estimated that his
purtion will Le at least $500,000. He is
entithed to this wealth by being one of
the heira to the property on which Trin-
ity Eplscopal Clinreh of New York City,
#lands, and which is pow in the courts
for mljustinent,

Mr. Vineent has known of the likely-
hood of his luleriting o vast sum for a
long time, so long in fact, that he has
got used to this sort of a castle in the
air nud for years it has meant but Httle
to him, But from various reports now
it seems that the case will be settled and
that the beirs will get the estate,

But there are & good many heirs to
this estate and they are seatiered all
over Lthe country, The number is placed
At 2000 and it will be hard work for the
sttorneys to find them all. It will also
be a stupendous task to look over all
the marringe, death-and birth records of
the heirs to estabilish jusl elaims and it
will take a force of detectives at work
to prevent jmposters from trumping up
some sort of descendancy in order 1o
get w chance at the wealth,

The exact amount of the eatate iy not
known but 15 years ago the Trinity
Churel property was valued at #070,-
00, 000, Since thay time the property
around it has risen in value. The
chureh is located in the richest part of
the richest city of the world. It is pro-
bably worth far over a billion dollars at
the present time, Placed as it is, right
1 the erowded part of Wall street, where
the trade of the world is transacted, itt
exact value can not be determined. But
the heira to the property probably de
not care for an exaet valustion; it will
be suflicient enough to them to get what
i their due.
